A Righteous Agitation. 


Whatever the results may he, the fact that federal and mun- 


icipal authorities are endeavoring to .prevent extortion on the 
part of dealers in food supplies is highly gratifying to the peo- 


ple, who feel thai they are being imposed upon in the matter 
of prices under the pretext that the war in Europe makes the 
sharp advances that have recently taken place unavoidable. 
With respect to most articles consumers do not believe this to 
be.true, and that the authorities have serious doubts is shown 
by their action. 


This paper has previously made reference to the fact that 


the great majority of the people of this country are opposed to 
paternalism. They feel that under normal conditions it is bel- 
ter for the government to keep its hands oil' and let Ihem at- 
tend to their'own business, but that al a lime like this if there 
is anything (hat can be done to loosen the grip of extortion it 
should be done. 


And it is lo be. Agents of the federal government are inves- 


tigating conditions in many places and municipal authorities 
are taking steps to break the strangle-hold of the food specula- 
tors wherever il may be encountered. 
In Chacigo an ordi- 


nance has been drawn, which it is expected will soon be passed 
by the city council, providing a tine of from $5(> to $200 for 
unjustifiably raising the price of foods. 
The 
New York 


authorities have had representatives of the meal packers be- 
fore them lo explain the situation in (heir line of business, 
municipal markets are lo be established in numerous cities, 
and all along the line there is an agitation lo protect consum- 
ers against the greed and grasping of (hose who under false 
pretenses would profit at their expense. 


This is proper. All are aware thai war creates abnormal 


conditions and thai Ihe people of this country must sutler lo 
some extent from the elVects of the (roubles abroad, but thus 
far there is observable no guod reason why home products, of 
which there is a great abundance, should jump skyward in 
price, especially al a time when facilities for exportation are 
extremely limited. The people are willing lo pay war prices 
that are actually the result of war, or to go without the com- 
modities, bul they are not ready lo be ruthlessly robbed by 
cut-throat speculators, and are consequently prepared for 
paternalism or any other remedy that will alTord protection. 


American toy manufacturers are waking up to the facl that 


Iheir market may be especially good this year and are prepar- 
ing for the extra business. Many of the toys used in this 
.country have been imported from Germany, and the war 
promises to create a boom in Iheir manufacture here. And 
the same will be true to some extent in other lines of manufac- 
ture. The United States is in a position to be mighty indepen- 
dent when it comes to a show-down.
